Mosquito 
Control

As a direct result of the unusually 
harsh winter the region experienced 
this past year, mosquito populations 
in Wilmington and Tewksbury this 
summer are expected to be the 
worst in recent memory. 

That's according to Central 
Mosquito Control Project 
Superintendent David Scott, a guest 
before the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen Monday night. And 
according to anyone who has been 
outdoors into the early evening this 
summer, you won't hear too many 
dissenting views. 

Scott met with the board to discuss 
CMCP strategics, which are carried 
out over the entire year. Asa result 
of the meeting, the Town of 
Wilmington, after an inquiry from 
Selectman Chester Bruce, will look 
to supplement the work of CMCP 
with spraying of its own, The town 
owns an insecticide sprayer, but the 
State hires CMCP for mosquito 
control in 26 cities and towns 
throughout the commonwealth. 

"We would be glad to work with 
the town,” Scott said. 

Wilmington, Tewksbury, Bill- 
erica and other towns within the 
Shawsheen River watershed area 
are experiencing particularly grim 
Mosquito situations, given the high 
levels the river reached due to 
winter's excessive precipitation and 
the Shawsheen's large areas of 
stagnant water, according to Scott. 

Mosquitoes breed in stagnant 
water. For this reason CMCP, 
which has evolved from an insect 
Spraying company to a_ pest 
management company, begins its 
full-scale assault on mosquitoes on 
the first of April with a "larvacide" 
program. 

Larvacide consists of the placing 
of BTI (a bacterial agent) pellets in 
areas of stagnant water viewed as 
prime mosquito brecding grounds.

On June 1, the program switched 
to its "adult control" mode, which is 
the spraying of insecticide, 

“Adult control is just a mop-up 
program," Scott stated, calling the 
larvacide phase most important. 

Since really all areas of stagnant 
water are prime mosquito breeding 
grounds, Scott says residents can 
help by eliminating such pools in 
their yards. 

Birdbaths, tire swings and 
especially swimming pool covers 
offer inviting nests for mosquitocs. 
A commercial version of BTI - sold 
commonly in briquette, rather than 
pellet form - is also available at 
most home and garden centers, 
Scott said. 

Consumers can also get sprayers 
and insecticide to use before an 
outdoor party or barbecue. 

Insect spray serves to knock down 
the adult mosquito population in the 
sky at the time of spraying. The 
chemical used today differs from 
that used several years ago since it 
breaks down more quickly. The old 
spray would cling to vegetation 
longer and kill mosquitoes who had 
subsequent contact with leaves and 
such, It also had a detrimental 
effect on birds and animals and for 
that reason its use was discontinued. 

As far as keeping the pests away 
after all the spraying and 
larvaciding is done, Scott 
recommends the use of repellent 
containing DEET, 

In doing so, Scott is also conceding 
that no matter how much he and his 
company does, there will always be 
mosquitoes. 

This summer, when despite all the 
precautions you find yourself being 
eaten alive, keep in mind: Scott 
probably feels worse than you do. 

"It is frustrating,” he said. 
"You're working hard and there are 
still mosquitoes."

The Town of Wilmington's 
on-going appeal of its Small Cities 
, Programa grant application denial 
hit- anoifer_wall late last_ month 
when the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) refused to overturn the State 
Executive Office of Community 
Development (EOCD) decision not 
to renew the town's grant. 

In a letter to Town Manager 
Michael Caira released at Monday 
night's board of selectmen meeting, 
HUD Program Manager Arthur V. 
Tonini asserted that "it is not 
[HUD's] role to second guess the 
judgments made by the State 
(EOCD] staff, 

"We tested the State's claim that all 
criteria were applied in the same 
manner and to the same extent for 
all applicants by randomly selecting 
some applications and testing their 
systems, 

"We found that for the selected 
applications the criteria were 
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applied uniformly." 

HUD's notification does not 
necessarily spell the end of the 
town's fight to garner an FY 94 
Small Cities Grant. 

At a selectmen's meeting earlier 
this year, Caira suggested he would 
wait for HUD's ruling before 
perhaps employing the aid of 
Wilmington's state and national 
legislators. 

Town Planning Director Lynn 
Duncan, Caira and Small Cities 
Program Director Gene Garber put 
together the initial grant application 
and subsequent appeals on its behalf. 
Their consensus seems to be that if 
all appeal avenues are exhausted an 
no grant exists, the town's FY 95 
application will be all the stronger 
for their trouble. 

Initiated in 1993 with an FY 92 
grant, the Wilmington Small Cities 
Program has, among other things, 
developed a housing rehabilitation 
Prograin and provided assistance to 
unemployed town residents,

The price of clean air

What would you do for clean air? 
Are you prepared to give up our 
self-propelled four horsepower 
lawn mower? Your power boat? 
Your tax dollars to pay for higher 
trash fees? These would be some of 
the options we will face if EPA has 
its way in pursuing pristine air. 

Under Amendments to the clean 
Air Act passed in 1990 by Congress, 
EPA is required to look at the 
pollution caused by small scale 
sources of smog causing chemicals. 

Just in time for the summer 
season, EPA issued a report that 
states that the 89 million pieces of 
lawn and garden equipment we use 
for 10 percent of the country's air 
pollution. EPA estimates that a gas 
lawn mower gives off as much air 
pollution in one hour as a new car 
does in 11 hours. I don't know, but 
this seems absurd to me, Noise 
pollution maybe; but air pollution? 
Does anyone else think that EPA is 
focusing on the hole and not the 
doughnut? 

EPA is directing manufacturers to 
improve the air fucl mixture in 
lawn mower engines by August 
1996. The cost of these 
improvements is estimated at $5 by 
EPA and $40 by the companies, 
Any doubt which number will be 
more accurate? 

The bright side of this is that 
maybe more people will revert to 
using the old fashioned hand reel 
mower. In ad 
exercise, it will make weekend 
mornings more quiet. 

Following right after the lawn 
mower edict, EPA set its sights on 
motor boats. Some number 
cruncher estimates that an hour of 
boating is equivalent to driving 
your car for 800 miles. With over 
200,000 boats registered in the 
state, there will be many unhappy 
boaters when EPA publishes its 
final rules this September. The 
price tag will obviously be much 
higher than for lawn mowers. 

Another item looming over every 
Wilmington taxpayer is the 
escalating trash disposl cost. The 
North East 
Solid Waste Committee (NESWC) 
along with 22 other towns. These 
communities formed NESWC nine 


years ago as a regional approach to 
a mounting trash disposal problem. 
The plan called for the members to 
deliver their trash to an incinerator 
in North Andover. Burning the 
trash would generate steam and 
electricity which would be sold to 
help defray operating costs. 

Now, however, NESWC is faced 
with an EPA mandate to install new 
smokestack scrubbers to reduce 
pollutants. The cost is estimated at 
65 million dollars. NESWC 
estimates that this will increase 
disposal costs from the current $85 
per ton to $200 per ton by the year 
2000. Wilmington has appropriated 
1.25 million dollars. in the 
upcoming fiscal year for rubbish 
collection and disposal. If the 
forecasts are truc, this would 
increase dramatically over the next 
six years. 

The North Andover trash to 
energy incinerator and similar 
facilities were developed in the 
early 1980s as alternatives to 
landfills, which were deemed to be 
causing pollution of groundwater. 
In addition to the environmental 
benefit, there was the economic 
benefit of selling the electricity 
generated by burning the trash. 
Original estimates indicated the 
revenue from the electricity would 
pay 60 percent of the cost. This 
assumed that oil prices would 
escalate making alternative oil fired 
generators more expensive. The 
price of oil, however, has stabilized. 
The revenue NESWC receives from 


Ironically, the two original selling 
points of the North Andover 
incinerator, the environment and 
the economy, are coming back to 
haunt the NESWC communities. 
They now have to struggle with

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Caring for the elderly 


This "Matters of Health" was 
prepared with the cooperation of 
Margaret Polito, RN, clinical 
director of the Section of Geriatrics 
at Boston: University Medical 
Center Hospital (BUMCH)..

My elderly father doesn't need 
constant medical attention, but 
because he does need help with 
day-to-day activities he is unable to 
live by himself. My husband and I 
have asked him to come live with 
our family, but I'm worried about 
juggling responsibilities at home 
with those at work. What should we 
know to prepare for this transition? 

You are facing a situation shared 
by an increasing number of 
Americans. As the elderly 
population continues to grow, more 
and more families are working to 
raise their own families and care for 
their aging parents at the same time. 
The circumstances are exacerbated 
by the fact that as women enter the 
work force in ever larger numbers, 
there are fewer traditional 
caregivers to attend to the elderly at 
home. That said, caring for a 
dependent parent at home can work, 
and it can even be a rewarding 
experience. 

"Taking on this challenge is a 
noble undertaking, but there are 
resources available in the 
community and steps you can take in 
your home to make the arrangement 
work in many cases," said Margaret 
Polito, RN, MPH, clinical director 
of geriatrics and associate director 
of the Home Medical Service at

which volunteers visit older people 

in their homes. 

For elderly people who need 
greater assistance, adult day care 
centers provide social activities as 
well as other services, such as 
personal care and physical and 
occupational therapy. In addition, 

"many adult day care centers 

\ specialize in caring for elderly 

» adults with special needs, such as 
© those with Alzheimer's disease. 

You may find that you need 
assistance in providing personal 
care for your father, such as helping 
him get dressed, wash his hair and 
bathe. Because the intimate nature 
of these activities makes many 
family members uncomfortable, 
you may want to consider 
contacting your local Visiting Nurse 
Association for assistance or hiring 
a home health aide. 

If you decide to hire in-home 
assistance, there are a number of 
questions that you should ask before 
selecting an agency. These include 
piso a cling what 


covered by Medicaid/Medicare or 
other types of insurance. Also 
inquire about the training, 
certification and qualification of 
staff, and insist upon references. In 
addition, you'll need to know 
whether services are available on an 
emergency basis, on weekends, 
holidays and nights, and what 
arrangements the agency makes if 
workers are sick or do not show up 
for work. 

Because many older people who 
either live by themselves or spend 
part of the day alone are concerned 
that they will have an emergency 
and won't be able to seck help, you 
may want to consider having your 
father subscribe to a personal 
emergency response system. There 
are several types of such systems 
available commercially, "Life- 
line"being just one example. With 
an emergency response system, the 
elderly person wears a device that

he or she can trigger in case of an 
emergency, such as a fall. When the 
device is activated the "response 
station" immediately telephones the 
elderly person. If there is no 
answer, the company then 
telephones someone designated by 
the elderly person, such as a nearby 
family member or friend. If they 
are still unable to reach someone, 
the company then calls for 
emergency assistance. Such a system 
provides reassurance to many 
elderly people.

SMOKE SIGNALS 


While it is normal to see water coming out 
of the exhaust pipe upon first starting a cold 
engine, smoke is often a sign of trouble. If the 
exhausted smoke is dark black or blue, it may 
be an indication that the engine is running rich 
and requires an adjustment. The engine also 
might be buming oil. This latter possibility 
maybe due to worn rings, valve guides/seals, 
oraleaking cylinder head gasket. If cloud of 
white steam makes an appearance out of the 
exhaust pipe, it likely means that coolant has 
entered the combustion chamber, perhaps due 
to a leaking head gasket, warped cylinder 
head, or cracked block.

As you can see there are many 
areas that require funding.

The 
news of this tainted data greatly 
impacted the ongoing debate 
between the use of mastectomies and 
lumpectomies. It is absolutely 
troubling to think that fraud is 
taking place in the scientific and 
medical community. I sponsored 
this legislation along with my 
colleague, Sen, Therese Murray 
(D-Plymouth), in response to these 
Teports to protect the citizens of the 
Commonwealth from such dangers.

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Phantom 
advantage upsets 
Reading coach

Why do people complain? Why do coaches complain? Every 
sporting event coaches complain — about their team, about the other 
team or about the press. Fans always talk about the athletes not 
showing proper sportsmanship. What about some of the coaches? 
Some of them have no idea whatsoever of what that concept means. 

A perfect example of this occured just last Thursday afternoon 
when Wilmington and Reading faced off in the third round of 
Division II Girls softball state tournament play. 

After the game, Reading coach Mim Jarema claimed that Wil- 
mington had home field advantage although Aprile Field (in 
Wilmington's Town Park) is considered a neutral site. She said she 
noticed a lot of water in front of the plate before the game had even 
started. If she saw it then why she didn't say anything at that time? 

She thought that this was done for home field advantage since 
Wilmington is a bunting team. Was she.was not looking at the right 
home plate. Was their another home plate that only she knew 
about? 

Before the first of three toumament games (they held three games 
a night on Wenesday, Thursday and Saturday) down at Aprile 
Field, Wilmington Town Workers came down to water the field, 
and to put the chalk lines down the foul lines and to the left and 
right hand batters box.. After the first game, the sprinkler is once 
again taken out and the lines being drawn again, by the Aprile Field 
crew headed by Jack Cushing and his volunteer help. 

Before and after each tournament play, the ficld is treated the 
same, A puddle in front of home plate? The sprinkler system 
barely reaches home plate! 

But, their is one more question that has to be answered here: If all 
of the water was helping Wilmington's bunting plays, why didn't 
Reading do the same thing? Jarema had many chances to not only 
tic the game, but to win the game. 

Here's one of them: In the bottom of the seventh inning, Reading 
had runners at first and second and no one out. The number nine 
batter (Jackie Perella) is heading up to the plate. Any third year 
player could have called the play: BUNT! Apparently she didn't 
know; the batter struck out looking. 

Now with what should of been runners at second and third with 
one with the top of the order coming up, was first and second with 
one out. Katie Murphy, the leadoff batter, who already had a hit 
off Fay earlicr in the game, was ordered to lay down a bunt to move 
the runners along. A little late I think. Do you know the reason for 
the call? I don't. 

If Perella had moved the runners along (when there was no one 
out), then Murphy's bunt might have been a good idea, She might 
squeeze a run home. Or if Murphy wasn't going to bunt then they 
still had two runners in scoring position for the leadoff batter. 

Even though Murphy's sacrifice was a success, it then came down 
to one more out. The next batter then lofted a fly ball out to 
rightfield. The game and the season was over for Reading. Why? 
Hmmm...maybe it h i awith the coaching. 

In the first inning after the first batter reached for Wilmington, 
coach Paul Lyman ordered a bunt. After that batter reached, (then 
the two runners moved up with a passed ball) he ordered another 
bunt which brought the only run of the game home. 

But, they are not done yet. In the fourth inning, after the leadoff 
hitter reached base, Lyman again ordered for a bunt. After that 
bunt was beat out, he then yet ordered another one to move the 
runners along to second and third. Even though the next two 
batters did not bring the two base runners in, Lyman called the 
proper play especially since he only had a one run lead. 

Well as for the other side, Jarema had a plan of her own. When 
her lead off hitter got on in the fourth inning, she elected not to go 
to the bunt, the batter then was retired as she hit a pop fly to 
shortstop. The next batter singled. A runner on second would have 
scored to tie the game. Instead after the single came a strike out and 
a fielder’s choice and the end of the inning. 

In the seventh inning she finally clected to go for the bunt, but at 
the wrong time. 

Maybe Jarema had a strategy that has worked all year for her and 
it just didn't work this game. She had of done something right if 
she coached the number one seeded team. But, then again they 
weren't playing against the defending State Champs! 

My biggest beef with all of this is that her only concern was 
about the playing conditions. She did not comment on how the two 
pitchers pitched, or how great a game it was nor did she say how 
good a season it was for her team and how proud she should have 
been of her players. Nor did she say how proud she was of her 
pitcher, Jamie Bergin who's glove hand was wrapped and how she 
was sick the night before the game. 

Maybe she should of commented on such things as those instead of 
whining about something that never occured. 

Just maybe she couldn't accept the fact that she was out coached!

With two on and nobody out in the bottom of the seventh inning 
of the Division II North girls softball semi-final, her Wilmington 
High School Wildcats clinging to a 1-0 lead against top-seeded 
Reading, freshman catcher Lisa Southmayd trotted out to the 
mound. There, she found pitcher Adrienne Fay laughing. 
Laughing as if to say, "What are you worried about?" 

If Fay, a senior and arguably the town's best athlete, male or 
female (she is headed to Merrimack College in the fall on a soccer 
scholarship and also starred for WHS in basketball) ever worries 
while pitching, she sure doesn't let it show. Instead, in this 
scenario - the last half of the last inning of a classic pitcher's dual 
with Reading High senior Jamie Bergin - she reared back, struck 
out Jackie Parella looking, retired the next batter on a sacrifice 
bunt that advanced the runners to second and third, and then 
ended the game by getting Katie Murphy to fly to right fielder 
Jacqui Hayden. No problem. 

By contrast, Bergin, Fay's opposite number, was a study of 
intensity. Battling illness and playing with a cast on the wrist of 
her glove hand, Bergin came out firing a series of low fastballs, 
yielding four hits (two of those on bunts) and walking two. One 
of those walks - to Wilmington shortstop Laurie Southmayd in the 
top of first - accounted for the game's only run, pushed across by 
coach Paul Lyman's crafty bunt-and-run game. After that Bergin 
settled down, getting the Cats in order in the third, fifth and sixth 
innings while striking out five. 

By many accounts, Bergin pitched better this day, but when the 
smoke cleared, there was no question who the better pitcher was - 
Adrienne Fay, the young woman her teammates call "A-Fay" - as 
in "C'mon A-Fay, here we go A-Fay, it's all you A-Fay..." 

Fay was brilliant along the way, pitching out of mini-jams in the 
fourth and fifth innings before escaping the seventh with the 1-0

hadn't scored that run in the first, It would have been fun to see 
how far these two talented young women could have gone for 
their respective high schools. Two days after the game, 
Wilmington coach Paul Lyman commented it was a good thing his 
team did score in the first or they'd still be playing, Well, maybe 
Not, but it was still a good thing the Cats scored first and early. 
For one thing, they won; and fittingly, the game ended with 
pitching: instead of a game-winning hit, Fay nailed down the 
shut-out. 

Three days later, Fay took the hill again, this time against 
Stoncham, again the same result - a shutout. Stoncham managed 
only three hits and got a runner as far as third base only in the 
second, before Fay fanned the side. In this one, the big bat of 
junior shortstop Laurie Southmayd (home run, triple, one RBI 
and two runs scored) precluded any kind of pitching duel. Her 
first inning rocket shot to deep left ficld that gave her the 
inside-the-park homer also put an end to any speculation about 
who was going to win this game. Anyone who had seen the 
Reading outing had to know Fay wasn't going to be scored on by 
anyonc less than the number one seed - and they hadn't been able 
to do it. 

The way things are looking, the season may also culminate with 
the dazzling blend of high heaters and tantalizing change-ups that 
from the arm of Fay. The Wilmington High School softball team 
is now just two victories away from repeating as Division II State 
Softball Champions and officially adding the word "threepeat" to 
the town's vocabulary. It's all you, A-Fay.

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STONE ZOO -Animal of the Month 


The Colobus Monkey 


The Black and White Colobus 
monkeys are among the most 
beautiful and fascinating ani- 
mals at Stone Zoo. In the winter, 
they are kept indoors because 
they can’t tolerate cold weather, 
but now that summer’s here, 
people can enjoy seeing them 
every day. 

They are native to the north- 
ern Congo forest of Africa, rang- 
ing from eastern Nigeria to 
Ethiopia and including moun- 
tain forests of Kenya and 
Tanzania. The most arboreal of 
all African monkeys, Colobus 
monkeys inhabit the highest 
part of the tropical rainforest 
canopy. They live in troops of 10- 
20, with a single male in each, 


although unattached males may 
roam in bachelor groups. 

These slender, long-bodied 
monkeys are covered with long, 
black and white fur, including a 
beard and a white tufted tail. 
Unlike the tails of the New 
World monkeys, the tail of the 
Colobus is not prehensile; that 
is, it cannot be used to grasp 
thins. The tail and hair of the 
Colobus are both adaptations for 
its life in the rain forest canopy: 
they act as a parachute to break 
the speed of the monkey when it 
leaps. 

Colobus monkeys rely on 
their agility to escape predators. 
Their natural enemies are 
snakes, birds of prey (such as

the crowned hawk eagle), and 
man. They are eaten by natives 
and were once hunted for their 
fur. In the 1800’s, they nearly 
became extinct when Colobus 
fur coats were very fashionable. 
Fortunately, the species recov- 
ered and is not presently endan- 
gered or threatened. 

Colobus monkeys are the only 
Stone Zoo animals in the pri- 
mate family - the family that 
also includes humans. Like all 
primates, Colobus monkeys can 
see in color and have forward- 
facing eyes with binocular 
vision, which allows them to 
focus on a single object in front 
of them. These attributes help 
them climb through the trees 
and judge the ripeness of fruit. 
They also eat flowers, insects, 
and leaves. Although they prefer 
young leaves, thanks to a great- 
ly enlarged digestive system 
(1/4 of their total body weight) 
that helps them extract liquid 
from leaves. In the zoo, they eat 
vegetables and monkey chow. 

Colobus monkeys are natural- 
ly diurnal - active only in the 
daytime. In the wild, they 
engage in grooming at dawn, 
and rest at midday. They usually 
groom each other, although they 
may groom their own tails. 

Baby Colobus monkeys are 
born white with black marks on 
their heads and limbs. Other 
adult females and juveniles in 
the group are often allowed to 
clean, handle and hold a baby, 
in what is known as “aunting 
behavior.” Colobus monkeys gen- 
erally live up to 20 years. They 
are considered difficult to keep 
in captivity, but the Stone Zoo 
seems to be doing fine.

“The highlight of my martial 
arts tour was being able to meet 
and train with Nagamine 
Shoshin, the founder of 
Matsubayashi (Shorin) Ryu. He 
is 87 years old and still works 
out six days a week. Each morn-

ing he wakes up early and medi- 
tates, after which he works out, 
doing calisthenics, basic kicks, 
blocks and punches, followed by 
forms (kata). 


“I see people in their 30’s 
walk into my dojo (training 
hall) and say they are too old; 
whereas Master Nagamine still 
had 50+ years ahead of him at 
that age. It’s all in the mindset. 
I saw many classes where the 
average age of the students was 
50. In the U.S. the average age 
of students is getting younger 
and younger as parents find out 
about the enormous benefits 
karate training has to offer, 
namely, building self-confidence, 
learning to respect others, as 
well as a great physical activi- 
ty.” 

The Academy of Traditional 
Karate is one of the few authen- 
tic Okinawan Martial Arts 
schools in the Greater Boston 
Area.

Terrorist Dennis Hopper is 
mad in more ways than one. Not 
only is he brilliantly insane, but 
he’s also pretty ticked off. 
Hopper, who so loves to ooze 
strangeness into his roles, is a 
teensy bit more economical than 
we've seen him in the past, 
making for a truly evil antago- 
nist. And he’s out for more than 
money when Reeves and Daniels 
diffuse his ticking elevator - he 
wants revenge as well. 


Which brings us to the heart 
of the story. Hopper rigs a bus 
so that a bomb is activated 
when the vehicle hits 50 miles 
per hour. The bomb is all set to 
explode, but only if the driver 
slows to below that 50 mph 
speed limit. The bus driver is 
(naturally) shot, so perky 
Sandra Bullock slides behind the 
wheel. Bullock, all sass and 
scared good humor, gives the 
film’s best performance. She’s 
strong without being macho, 
capable without being superhu- 
man. These are not the usual 
traits assigned to women in an 
action flick. 

The plot, however, is no 
brainier. You really can’t ask 
any questions without it collaps- 
ing in on you. Not that it mat- 
ters. This is one edge-of-your- 
seat, white knuckler of a film. 
Director Jan De Bont knows his 
formula and gooses it for every 
drop of adrenaline. De Bont was 
director of photography on the 
original, and undeniably fun 
“Die Hard,” to which “Speed” 
can be favorably compared. De 
Bont successfully interweaves 
several plot tangents and makes 
the action seem plausible, even 
when you know it really isn’t 

The actual stars here are the 
special effects specialists. The 
explosions, the chase scenes, 
Reeves’ heroics in and under the 
bus, crackle with a lively 
authenticity. Even the final 
scenes work, though they really 
push the credibility, factor. De 
Bont and corfipany Keep the 
action so taut that even if the 
plot has you rolling your eyes a 
bit during that last 15 minutes, 
the intensity on the screen will 
keep your pulse racing. That 
and a few laughs is all you can 
expect from hot weather 
escapism, which “Speed” deliv-
